Kach 
thermo-couple is einlicihled in a Ix'ad 
of porous material, one of which 
beads is impregnaled with platinnm 
black so that in the presence of fire- 
damp it will iK'iome heated altove the 
other and generate a fhenno-elcetric 
cnnvnt which will deflect the galva- 
uonietcr. 

In order to make the platinum 
black as sensitive as jm.ssible, each 
Ix'ad is heated by a resistance coil 
to the required temperatiire. As 
liotli of the Iwads are heated alike, 
there is no deflivlion of the galva- 
nometer under normal conditions.
